Affirmative action supports 


beauty contest ban

In line with the stated goals of Pres. 
Bernard Hyink’s affirmative action 
Statement last month, the Affirmative 
Action Committee has voted 
unanimously to endorse the Faculty 
Senate motion to abolish beauty contests 
on campus. Hyink outlined the goals of 
Phase [ (1971-73) as achieving within the 
“College as a whole, a diverse, 
multi-racial, sex-equitable, balanced staff 


of faculty, support personne! and 
administrators...The College will not 
condone or tolerate discrimination 


involving any ethnic minority of women 
in any of its activities or programs.” 

The Committee, was set up to provide 
the research and method necessary to 
implement those goals Among other 
resolutions passed at last Friday's 
meetings, the committee determined to 





obtain from each department head a 
report on the sexual and ethnic 
composition of that department. They 
further moved to obtain from each 
department head, by February Ist, a 
Statement explaining: (a) how that 
department will establish significant, 
measurable, and attainable goals regarding 
the employment of women and ethnic 
minorities; and (b) how that department 
will develop procedures to eliminate 
under-utilization and to achieve 
objectives by a specific target date 

At present the Committee structure 
provides for only one ethnic minority 
representative but a resolution offered by 
the Women’s Caucus representative and 
seconded by the Committee may alter the

Like a loud rock concert that leaves 
your ears ringing for days afterward, the 
Shockley incident continues to ring 
through the SSC campus. This time the 
“Ad Hoc Committee,” appointed by the 
Student Senate to investigate the affair, 
has released their recommendations. 

1. “We recommend that no punitive 
actions be taken against any students who 


were in attendance at the Shockley 
Convocation.” 

2. “We recommend a censure vote 
regarding Carol Barnes.” 

3. “We recommend to the Student 


Senate that they indict Carol Barnes for 
violation of Article VII of the ASSSC 
Constitution,” 

The recommendations were signed by 
the committee members, all ASSSC 
Senators, Senate Chairman John Dutro. 


Senators Ellis Conklin, Lucy Montoya, 
and Harold Fong. 

The matter now rests with SSC 
President Bernard Hyink who is supposed 
to make his recommendations today. 
Hyink has given indications that he would 
like to let the whole matter rest without 
taking any punitive actions against the 
students. But according to reliabl 
sources off the SSC campus, pressure has 
been exerted on Dr. Hyink to take some 
kind of action against the students 
involved in the disruption. The persons 
this reporter talked to labeled it 
case of “politics.”

Considering the 
variety of critical issues which were to be 
discussed by them, this is hardly the time 
for them to neglect their duties 

This is just the latest in a series of 
unfortunate situations in your student 
government. In that each full-time 
student pays ten dollars in student body 
activities fees each semester, perhaps you 
should know something more about the 
ASSSC than you do know 

Let’s begin with the office of Student 
body President. One thing we ought to 
get straight is that the Student body 
President is our employee, not the other 
way around.He receives two thousand 
dollars during the year for working for us. 
1 doubt that this amount is any too much 
for that time-consuming job, but it does 
certainly establish that relationship. Mike 
Hackards priority this year has been in 
the cause of world peace. The fact 1s that 
he could have chosen anything he wanted 
as a priority. He could likely have spent 
our money putting up Burma Shave signs 
if he had desired. The point is certainly 
not that Mike has been doing anything 
wrong by choosing his particular 
priorities, but rather that it is the student 
body as a whole who should choose the 
priorities. If students were to choose 
peace as the priority of that oilice, then 
the priority is peace. If students believe 
that the office should concern itself with 
promoting more student representation 
within the department, then that should 
be the priority. One thing is clear. The 
students should decide 

The Executive Council of the ASSSC is 
made up of the thirteen or fourteen 
coordinators appointed by the Student 
body President to oversee the use of 
funds in a variety of areas. As the result 
of a Hornet article on Mike Hackard, he 
made an effort to call the coordinators 
together for an Executive Council 
meeting. The majority of the 
coordinators have refused to attend and 


On the other hand, it is difficult to 
require the coordinators attend these 
meetings when they are not paid and 
simply donate their efforts. The 
Executive Council could be a valuable 
tool for the campus. Perhaps the 
coordinators should receive a small 
stipend according to their jobs and it 
might then be removed if the 
coordinators do not meet minimum 
requirements 

The sphere of interest of the Academic 
Affairs Office have greatly increased this 

Not only has the office had to 

concern itself with a variety of campus 
issues, but has put more effort ino 
keeping SSC in touch with the plans of 
the Chancellor and the Trustees of the 
campus system. It is for that reason, 
having discussed this with Student body 
President Mike Hackard and VP Bill 
Schneider, that I propose the 
coordinatership be changed to 
“Superintendant of Academic Affairs,” 
and be paid by a thousand dollar a year 
stipend. Failing to do this may mean that 
qualified students will not be interested 
in this extremely important job. The 
student body, in this period of rapid 
change, wil! suffer if not 

Though there are numerous other 
problem spots within the ASSSC, the 
Student Senate is among the most 
important. The Student Senate you elect 
this spring will have as it’s first job the 
division of almost a third of a millic 
dollars. Such a task would be difficult for 
an experienced Senate , but they will be 
asked to do this within the first weeks 
that they assume office. Once elected, 
these Senators are rarely, if ever, given 
the viewpoint of the students they 
represent. During the last election, as an 
example, the Engineering Department 
elected its representative to that body on 
a mere dozen votes. I propose that each 
department or area (in the case of Arts 
and Sciences) elect it’s representative 
with a turnout of at least 10% of eligible 
voters or it should not receive 
representation. Perhaps this will stir more 
interest on the part of student councils 
within the departments as well as campus 
clubs.

Tele-tax suit organizing 
in Sacramento area 


Several hundred Northern California telephone users have joined in 
a suit challenging the legality of the Federal Telephone Tax, and are 
looking for more telephone users to participate in the suit, since its 
success will depend in part on a strong base of support. The 
telephone tax is 10% of every telephone bili, and is used exclusively 
to help finance the Vietnam War 

The money being withheld is being put in a trust fund pending the 
outcome of the suit. If the suit is lost, the money must go to the 
federal non-government, but if the suit is won, it will be donated to 
the American Friends Service Committee (Quakers), a well known 
peace group. (The nature of the suit is such that it cannot be 
returned to the taxpayers.) Locally, many citizens and the following 
Organizations are participating in the suit: Ecology Information 
Center, Draft Help, The Peace Center, and Newman Center. It has 
recently been endorsed by the Priest’s Senate, which is the elected 
body of Priests in the Sacramento Diocese. 

The effort is being coordinated locally by Myra Schimke of Draft 
Help. In order to participate, you should follow the directions 
below. 

1. Sign the “Pledge Card” coupon attached to this page, clip it out 
and send it to our Telephone Tax Protest Area Treasurer. Myra 
Schimke, C/O Draft and GI Help Center, 1715-15th Street, 
SAcramento, Ca 95814 

2. Please contribute what you can to an “Operating Fund’’—we 
need postage and paper to communicate with you. We need around 
$100 for legal expenses (filing of case, etc.)—our lawyers are giving 
their services without charge. Would you like to be a “sponsor’”’ 
(individually or an organization) to give the support of your name or 
Organization for publicity uses? We would appreciate “sponsors” 
who could contribute to a newspaper ad to bring this information to 
more people. 

3. Begin with your current Phone bill if you have not yet paid 
it—otherwise next month’s bill. Send a check, payable to 
“Telephone Tax Protest Trust Fund” in the amoung of the tax listed 
on your bill. We cannot accept cash. 

4. Write on your check the date of the phone bill. Keep your 
cancelled check and phone stub for your records 

5. When you pay your service charges to the telephone co., enclose 
one of the coupons from the sheet we will mail you at the time you 
sign your pledge card. This explains the withholding of your tax to 
the telephone co. In the meantime. Just wiite a short note explaining 
why you are withholding your U.S. tax. mentioning that you will 
place your money in a trust fund to await the outcome of the 
lawsuit 

6. It is important for the lawsuit that as much money as possible be 
deposited in the trust fund from the beginning. Therefore, please be 
prompt and regular in mailing your tax. 

7. For the same reason, it would be useful if you have be 1 
withholding your phone tax before this, to make out a separate 
check for the amount and mail it to the fund. If you do this, 
indicate on your check the general dates involved. For instance. 
“Feb. 1971-Oct. 1971”. (It is neccessary to have a total of $500 in a 
trust fund before the case can be filed) 

8. If the Internal Revenue Service contacts you concerning your 
withholding of the tax, tell them that your intention is not to 
disobey the law but to test the legality of the phone tax. Inform 
them that you have deposited the money in a trust fund pending the 
outcome of a lawsuit undertaken by the trustees of the Eastern 
California Telephone War Tax Protest, filed with The Federal 
District Court for Northern California.

Recycling- 


last chance

If old newspapers are crowding 
/ou out of your living room and 
you're tired of your beer-can 
pyramid, don’t wait too long to 
remedy the situation. Your last 
three chances to recycle such 
collector’s items at SSC will be 
today and the two following 
Fridays, Jan. 21 and Jan. 28, 
from 11 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
Mini-STRAP, the pilot project 
of Sacramento Training and 
Recycling Action Program 
(STRAP), which has collected 
recyclables since its inaugural 
run Nov. 5, will conclude at the 
end of January. The project, 
which collects newspapers, 
cardboard, aluminum cans, and 
glass bottles, has limped along 
most of the semester hindere: 
by inadequate worke: 
participation, bad weather, lack 
of campus response due to 
unawareness and/or apathy, and 
internal dissent 

Bill Winter, a drive worker. 
describing the project, said, 
“Ecologically it’s a success, but 


economically and student 
Participation-wise, it’s not.” 
Winter feels this is because 


publicity was restricted to the 
Hornet 

“The Hornet is a farce,” he 
said. “It doesn’t reach anybody. 
To be truly successful in this 
area we need to broaden our 
publicity, and we can’t go 
outside campus facilities.” (John 
Cox, Dean of Campus Facilities, 
insisted that the drive service 
members of the campus 
community only, since SSC was 
donating campus facilities and 
personnel.) 

An average of 125 cars dropped 
off recyclables each Friday of 
the drive, a poor representation 
considering the 17,500-member 
student body, a faculty of 740, 
and staff of 650 at the school. 
Winter said that one of the 
main problems was lack of 
students to work on the drive

“We had about 30 people signed 
up originally, and now there are 
about ten workers.” The rain 
was also a problem, with 
potential recyclers assuming 
incorrectly that Mini-STRAP 
would be rained out. 
Despite these problems, 
Mini-STRAP so far has collected 
7-10 tons of glass, 500-750 
pounds of aluminum, and 
45,760 pounds of paper and 
cardboard (about 35 trees 
worth). It has also functioned as 
a feasibility study to aid ir 


STRAP’s organization anc 
operation, to supply financia 
data and to make STRAP 


directors aware of problems that 
can arise in such an effort, with 
prevention in mind. 

According to Bill Kerby, 
STRAP Project Coordinator, 
STRAP should start operation in 


June, using about 18 
unemployed farm workers, 
Providing such operation is 


endorsed by an Advisory Board 
and approved by the County 
Board of Supervisors. The 
Advisory Board includes 
representatives of solid waste 
management, the County 
Department of Public Works, 
Coors Beer Co., the City 
Engineer's office, and other 
government and private agencies. 
Sites proposed for the recycling 
effort are Cal Expo, The 
Executive Airport, and 
American River College. Plans to 
have drop boxes at SSC and 
other locations are also under 
consideration. In _ this way, 
individuals could drop off 
recyclable material at their 
convenience during the week. 
For those concerned about 
what to do with piled up 
newspapers, cans, and bottles 
until STRAP gets underway, 
Roseville holds a recycling drive 
the first Saturday of each month ‘ 
from 9 a.m. to 2 p.m. behind 
Safeway in Roseville Square on 
Douglas Blvd. 
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Buckminister Fuller, Scientist/designer/arc 


Buckminster Fuller stepped out from 
behind the speaker’s podium after the 
Friday morning convocation and stepped 
down into a swarm of students insistantly 
posing numerous questions, some relevant 
and some irrelevant. He politely tried to 
answer one very astute question which 
dealt with the study of systems, but 
wisely cut his answer short so that he 
would not get “caught” in the midst of 
either a debate or an academic discussion. 
“I would have to spend more time with 
you so that we could both better define 
our terms and eliminate any ambiguity.

“Thank you, Mr. Fuller,” responded the 
student, but the partially deaf 
scientist/designer/architect/engineer, 
failed to hear him in the milieu of 4,000 
students leaving the Sacramento State 
College men’s gymnasium. “Bucky,” as 
he likes to be called, swam towards the 
rear exit amidst an uplifted contigent of 
humanity, momentarily inspired by this 
remarkable man. Outside, under the 
cheering rays of a January sun, a channel 
10 reporter with his cameraman waited. 

The reporter directed Bucky to the spot 
where he was supposed to stand, where 
the camera was all set up and ready to 
roll. “What,” the reporter, holding up his 
microphone, asked, “makes you believe 
that the world will become a utopia?” 

“I am aware of the tremendous rate of 
change which we are in right now. We are 
speeding along very fast, and if we are 
headed for our destruction, then it will 
happen so fast that we will! not feel it; but 
if it is towards utopia, we will enjoy it for 
a long time to come.” Bucky spoke 
directly into the eyes of the reporter. “It 
is highly possible that Nature is trying to 
make man a success in spite of himself, 
and I think that Nature is going to win.” 

“What are some of the things which 
makes you think this?” 

“Number one, the enormous amount of 
information which is proliferating around 
the world. People are very much aware of 
one another. When I| was a child, people 
weren’t very much aware of one another. 

“Most of the great revolutions which are 
going on around us are invisible because 
we are dealing with the electromagnetic 
spectrum of energy which is invisible to

us, which we cannot see, touch, smell or 
hear. Man is used to thinking of reality as 
something which he could see, touch, 
smell, or hear; so he doesn’t tend to call 
anything else reality. In that room in 
which we were just in, we could have had 
several hundred thousand live band radio 
programs tuned in, because there are that 
many programs going on around us all the 
time. We can know whatever we wish to 


know, and we have to develop the 
confidence that control is not only 
possible, but that control of our 


information already exists. Mankind is 
not usually thinking in those terms. I find 
him very locally preoccupied with what is 
going on in his own state and town. He is 
still trying to decentralize authority to a 
geographical basis, and man is really no 
longer living on a geographical basis, 
because I find that on the average, man 
leaves town every four years. 

“Man is still thinking in obsolete terms, 
but the fact is that with the technology 
which we have employed right now, man 
is already a success, and if he weren’t a 
success, I couldn’t ever: talk about it. The 
point is that success is already here.” 

Bucky’s personal aid then directed him 
to their car, which they had driven from 
San Francisco that morning, where he 
had another speaking engagement that 
same day. Several people still followed 
him, and as this entourage made its way 
toward the parking lot, Bucky 
autographed a copy of Utopia or Oblivion 
which someone had brought for him to 
sign, and continued to answer whatever 
questions were asked of him. Well aware 
of Bucky’s hectic schedule, his aid 
prodded him to cut things short and get 
into the car to drive to the luncheon 
which was being given in his honor. 

The luncheon was held at the elegantly 
modern apartment of Barry Brownstein, a 
Sacramento State College student. 
Twenty or twenty-five people crowded 
into the living room: some students and 
some teachers. Bucky was given the 
position of honor in the guise of the only 
chair in the room, while everyone else sat 
on the plush pillowing distributed on the 
floor. Bucky continued to be plied with 
questions, even though he was noticeably 
tired, and started nodding off to sleep 
while someone started carrying on a 
one-sided conversation with him. 

The affable Fuller immediately awoke 
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with a start and apologized for his 
inattentiveness. He excused himself by 
saying that he is on the go quite a bit, and 
would like to have a few minutes to just 
“sort of sit quietly, as I find it very tiring 
to try to listen to someone when there 
are two or three conversations going on in 
the background.” 

A consciousness of paying heed to 
Bucky’s plight was established amongst 
the people in the room, for Bucky’s 
oversized hearing aids attached to the 76 
year old man’s coke bottle glasses gave a 
full explanation, and no more need be 
said. 

Dinner was finally served, and Bucky 
received his rare steak and apple sauce, 
along with a cup of black tea—while 
everyone else dined on spaghetti and 
tossed green salad-—with an affected smile 
of politeness as if he were almost bored 
with the spotlighting focus of attention 
placed on him. Fuller is restricted to a 
diet of rare steak and apple sauce 
exclusively, by doctor’s orders. 

Fortified by a few bites of hs 
ketchup-soaked steak which he dipped 
into his apple sauce, Fuller started to 
address his audience so as to save himself 
the strain of listening to chatter. “When I 
stand up before an audience, I don’t have 
any script before me, nor any intention 
of what | am going to say. Here are all 
these human beings in front of me, and 
I’ve only got an hour to speak to them. 
Of all the things I could speak to them 
about, what am I really going to say? It 
calls for making some rather spontaneous 
decisions. It is really done in terms of the 
people that are there, and if somebody is 
holding back on something, I will feel this 
rather deeply, and so | will work on that 
for a while, until we have an 
understanding.” 

“Do you learn when you do this, sir; 
when you think on your feet like this?” 
asked a history professor. 

‘‘l learn a great deal. I come to 
situations which I haven’t come to before 
in terms of putting things together and I

The entire atmosphere for the evening 
had been one of political joking, very 
light you know, and so it was actually 
very good that I did not have a serious 
speech planned.

It also takes about seven 
rewrites before I get the written 
transcripts to say what I want to say, or 


what I did say when I was speaking 
spontaneously. When you are talking with 
someone and can watch them; when their 
eyes say ‘I understand,’ you can stop in 
the middle of a sentence and go on to the 
next point. The spoken syntax and the 
written syntax are essentially unique 
from one another.” 
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The topic of conversation turned to 
india, a place where Fuller travels to at 
least a couple of times a year because of 
his work of designing a couple of airports. 
He told of how Mahatma Gandhi always 
warned the people against leaving their 
villages, so that they wouldn’t get sucked 
into a hell-hole like Calcutta and be 
exploited. “People have a misconception 
as to what mass-production really is. It’s

really just parts which can be 
manufactured anywhere and assembled 
anywhere. Actually, there are metal 
workers in the little villages who 
manufacture parts which an industrial 
firm in Germany might buy, or even the 
Ford Motor Co. The Ford Motor 
Company is nothing but a big contracting 
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firm, which buys their parts from all over 
the world.” 

“They are now putting in televisions in 
community halls in each village, so that 
the peopie in the village can watch T.V. 
and share this experience together. It will 
be a fantastic learning experience for 
them. The education which will come 
through that will be incredible. These 
people have an intellectual integrity 
which goes back at least 5,000 years 
These people are doing rather well, and 
the village economies are now prospering. 
These people have an almost 
overwhelming confidence in the truth. 
The fact that they were overcome by the 
gun made the western world who were 
seeing them through the eyes of 
gunmasters, and those standards, view 
India as seeming to be inferior. What was 
really happening was that they were 
simply ‘putting up’ with ali this nonsense. 
You're going to see India manifesting this 
very great strength which they have. 
Nothing will overcome the 
multitudinousness of their language 
problem as much as the unifying effect of 
a television. I am really quite confident 
that this media will not be exploited, and 
that there will be some very intelligent 
minds who will speak to this group of 
humanity and use television as a tool of 
education.” 

“Mr. Fuller, you seem to think that all 
this stuff about the T.V. sets is very 
benign, but it could also be very 
malignant and very manipulative.” 

“That's true, it could be. I’m interested 
in how people react to these things. 
Children have been exposed to a great 
amount of shootings and killings, but 
their inherent ability to understand games 
lets them look at an incredible amount of 
nonsense without them being affected by 
this. For example, the kids are going 
around pointing their fingers at people 
and saying ‘bang, bang’ all the time 
understanding that they are just playing a 
game. The parents are taking all! this very 
serious, because they don’t have the 


intuitive game understanding which the 
kids have. The kids were watching all this 
stuff and picking up entirely different 
things than what the parents thought that 
they would pick up; things like, ‘it might 
be kind of far out to wear the kind of 
pants that guy was wearing!’ They were 
really picking up things about what kind

of world they were living in. I don’t find 
anything inherently negative about 
finding out new things about the 
universe.” 

Fuller then went on to discuss rates of 
change, and studies of these rates which 
have showed the increased amount of 
information, inventions, etc. to appear on 
mathematical graphs as an upward curve 
which is growing steeper all the time and 
becoming vertical. “All of these charts are 
designed so that the co-ordinates use a 
norm of ‘no change.’ This says that 
normal is no change, so it’s normal to be 
at rest in the grave, because anyone that 
is spending any energy is helping to make 
the universe run down that much faster, 
and should therefore be abhored. But 
what I did, was to take these graph3, and 
to apply an Einsteinian norm where 
186,000 miles a second is normative. 
Now, all the charts which showed the 
vertical line (which represented a 
departure from the norm and therefore 
schizophrenia) are rotated 90 degrees so 
that now, instead of flying out of control, 
we can see that all along we have been in 
a tailspin and about to crash.

Sacramento State’s Hornet 
Basketball team will travel to Cal 
State Hayward tonight in hopes 
of finding their third straight 
victory there. The Hornets with 
a 3-6 overall record and 2-0 for 
conference play, are tied for first 
place with San Francisco State. 
They'll be needing the victory in 
order to keep up morale for 
their encounter with the Gators 
Saturday night. 

The Cal State Hayward 
Pioneers opened up Far Western 
Conference play this past 
weekend, dropping a 70-56 
decision to UC Davis Friday 
night, and then losing a 71-68 
encounter to Chico State 
College. This leaves the Pioneers 
with an overall season record of 
2-9, and a FWC record of 0-2 

Against UCD, Cal State shot a 
lowly 34 percent from the field, 
and only 56.3 from the charity 
line. The following night against 
Chico, Cal State managed only 
40 percent from the field and 
14.5% from the free throw line. 

Big gun for the Pioneers is 
Ernie Robinson, who has a 14.3 
points per game average and a 
total of 43 rebounds on the 
season. Another Pioneers threat 
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is guard Greg Meyers, who had a 
14-point output against UCD. 

Leading the Hornet squad will 
be 6-3 forward Moe Woodard. 
Woodard is leading the Far 
Western Conference in scoring 
with a 30.0 average after the 
opening two games. Woodard is 
also second in individual field 
goal percentage, behind 
teammate Bruce Green, with a 
.666 percentage. 

Other conference leaders for 
the Hornets are Lioyd Berens, 
Don Kruegar, and Gordy 
Newton, who are second, third, 
and sixth respectively in 
individual free throw percentage 
Berens is 6-6 for 1.000, Kruegar 
is 13-15 for .867, and Newton is 
5-6 for 833 

The Hornets are second to

On Sunday, Jan. !6 the streets 
of America’s suburys will be 
deserted, traffic on the highways 
will be minimal, and in 
Washington D.C. the government 
will come to a virtual standstill 
as 70 million people sit 
mesmerized in front of thei 
TV's watching the country’s 
number one sport~ pro-football 
The Dallas Cowboys will meet 
the Miami Dolphins in the 
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“SUPER BOWL,” the ciimax to 
the bow! orgy of the past several 
weeks. 

“The theme of fascism runs 
through the structure of 
pro-football.’” says Dave 
Meggyesy, for seven years a 
lineman for the St. Louis 
Cardinals and author of the 
controversial book Out of Their 
League. ‘Sports is a reflection of 
society, and football is now THE 
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American game. If you Want to 
turn the country around you 
should understand football and 
the energy it generates.” 

Since the publication of his 
book. which describes the 
brutality, exploitation, and 
racism in pro-football, Meggyesy 
has done a lot of campus 
speaking, mostly to athletes, and 
now works with the Institute for 
the Study of Sports in Society, 


run by him and fellow sports 
activist Jack Scott. “I’ve had a 
lot of support privately,” he 
says, “but active players cannot 
support me publicly. That would 
be the end of their careers.” 
Meggyesy sees the country’s 
football mania and the dedtine 
of baseball as a result of the 
emerging urban culture. 
“Football reflects the toughness 
of city life. It places importance 
on aggressiveness and 
competition, and controlled 
physical force. We are the only 
country that digs a game whose 
very structure has a built-in 
relationship of conflict and 
violence.”

What interests Meggyesy is not 
so much what happens on the 
field but what goes on between 
the players and the fans in the 
stadiums. ‘‘Radicals should 
understand how people’s heads 
are controlled. How thousands 
of placid straight people can be 
driven into a frenzy of demented 
ecstasy shouting ‘Kill ’em! Kill 
‘em! Their private world may 
not be going all right but they 
can get behind the American 
dream played out before their 
eyes, They get behind the trip 


“Football is a sport of territorial 
conquest and conventional 
warfare,” Megyesy says. “That’s 
why Nixon likes to go jock 
sniffing to the Washington 
Redskins camp. He idealizes 
coaches like Vince Lombardi 
and George Allen who have 
complete control over their 
players. A lot of his foreign 
policy decisions are explained in 
football language. To him there 
is nothing wrong with violence 
as long as it is controlled, just 
like there is nothing wrong with 
a body count as long as the 
numbers are acceptable.”

“I love football. 1 didn’t want 
to destroy the game, but to 
make it more human,” he says. 
“What | want to destroy is the 
myth of football. The fans 
should know how each Saturday 
the players are shot up with 
cortisone so they don't feel the 
pain, how in practice some 
players are just 
“dummies” —bodies to be used 
but never able to play in a 
game.’’ Richardson is now 
working on clauses for inclusion 
in Dellum’s proposed safety 
legislation. 

Meggyesy also refutes the

where more points equal more 
money. A lot of them get drunk 
and think ‘Wow! Look at those 
beasts beating the shit out of 
each other!’ They look at the 
cheerleaders shaking their asses 
and think ‘And they probably 
fuck the hell out of those 
broads, Wow!’ The whole thing 
is almost a conscious imitation 
of the Roman games, right down 
to using Roman numerals for the 
Super Bowl. I can just see soon 
they'll tire of the marching 
bands and some real 
action-hippies and cops fighting 
each other to the death.” 

Despite the huge fan appeal 
most people never see a pro 
game in person. That is 
becoming more and more the 
privilege of the wealthy. Tickets 
are now $10 not counting 
parking, and they only go to 
those who can afford to be 
“season ticket holders.” “It’s 
now 4a prestige symbol to give a 
business crony a football 
ticket,” Meggyesy says 

In Dallas the new stadium is 
something akin to the czar’s 
winter palace. The super rich can 
buy $50,000 imperial boxes in 
the ‘“‘Inner Circle,” of the 
stadium. These 16 foot rooms 
are glass enclosed and can be 
decorated as desired. Some of 
them have Louis XIV furniture, air 
conditioning, closed circuit TV, 
and champagne bars. In 
Houston’s Astrodome the boxes 
are a bargain—only $18,000. 

The stadiums are generally sold 
out and the ordinary working 
class fan is relegated to watching 
the vicarious violence on TV, or 
even to listening to the radio 
because all the teams have their 
home games “blacked out” in 
the local region.

People like Nixon and Reagan 
are dedicated football fans, 
spending their weekends 


switching their tubes from one 
game to another, and calling up 
afterwards. 
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“In people’s minds the players 
are heroes,"’ Megyesy says, “but 
in reality they're nothing but 
what Cleaver calls 
“supermasculine menials’~ studs 
whose every action is controlled 
by the “omnipotent 
administrators’—the owners The 
‘best’ coaches are those who are 
insane for authority, like 
Lombardi. He was a pint-sized 
Patton who was hated and 
feared by most of his players. 
But if you cop to the authority 
trip long enough, follow the 
rules unquestioningly, you start 
to believe they are right—then 
you're gonna dig fascism when it 
comes down.” 

Meggyesy remembers that the 
supreme honor for any politician 
was to be taken into the players 
dressing room by the club owner 
after the game. “It was a power 
trip for the owners to show off 
their slaves undressing in the 
stalls, as if to say, ‘look at those 
fine bodies, they're mine! all 
mine!”’ 

“Most coaches are only the 
straw bosses who work on 
Maggie’s Farm too. They control 
the players with roll-calls, bad 
checks and discipline. But they 
are expendable if the owner 
doesn’t dig their technique.” 

One way Meggyesy sees that 
the game can be reformed is to 
have the players, not the 
millionnaire club ownefs run the 
league and have control over 
their own lives. A recent positive 
trend has been the growing 
strength of the Players 
Association which had a strike 
several years ago and demanded 
more of the enormous profits 
the owners rake in each year. 

Meggyesy’s book has led the 
way for other dissatisfied players 
to make their moves. Recently 
former defensive back Bernie 
Parrish wrote a book titled, 
They Call It A Game, in which 
he described pro-football as “a 
spectacls where 250-Ib giants try 
to hurt and kill each other while 
actually lining the pocket of the 
owner, a man who never steps 
on the field.”

college players. His action is a 
result of initiatives started by 
various players throughout the 
country concerned with the 
increasing deaths and injuries on 
the playing field '

The National Commission of 
Product Safety estimates that 


annually there are from 250,000 
to 500,000 brain concussions in 
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At the University of North 
Carolina there was a more 
serious problem. In early 
September a player died after 
collapsing in practice. When a 
school-appointed committe: 
cleared the coaching staff of any 
responsibility, Bill Richardson, 
the former co-captain of the 
team, formed a “Committee of 
Concerned Athletes’’ and 
demanded a more thorough 
investigation. All hell broke 
loose because he dared to attack 
football at the southern school. 
He lost his scholarship, was told 
he could never get a job in North 
Carolina, and was labeled 
everything from a dope addict to 
a mental misfit 


charge that he wants to destroy 
the game. “Football should be a 
creative athletic experience,” he 
says. ‘‘Today pro-ball is 
completely specialized. There 
are no triple threat men who can 
pass, run and kick. In one of the 
play off games a little baldheaded 
guy who has never played 
football kicked the winning ficid 
goal. It is now so specialized that 
a right linebacker cannot play on 
the left side.” 

“Sports can be a mystical trip,” 
Meggyesy says, “Sometimes you 
can get-high on it. You have to 
see your competitor as your 
brother who helps you excel, 
not as your enemy.”
